Winchester, Ky., Aug. 1- — Ves- 
terdsy s meeting of the District 
Hoard of the Burley Tobacco Society, 
the Secretary reported nearly U>,iMHi 
hogsheads of the ISuf crop have been 
sold, leafing about 1 2,D<RI hogsbeads, 
of that crop unsold. This is all of 
the higher grades, from 1" cent up. 

The U'li" crop is not in the hogs- 
head yet, but It is being .apidly 
packed. This crop is estimated at 
about '.Ml, lion hogheada. •>.'» per cent, 
of which la in the pool The remain 
ing lb per cent, has been aold by the 
growera who did not pool. The crop 
of U*ii7 is being rapidly prepared for 
the market, and as soon as possible 
tbe samples will be sent here to be 
typed and classified. 

The |uestioo of fixing a price on 
the crop of 11*07 will be discusse<l 
There la a deaire on the part of some 
t < make a decided increase in the 
price, claiming that the law of supply 
and demand justifies it On the 
other hand, many claim that the Bur- 
ley Society was organited simply to 
obtain a living priee for the grower 
and no advantage should be lakeo of 
tbe situation \* the crop is much 
better than that of the previous year, 
the average price will be higher, 
even if graded on the same ba«is. 

The method of financing the crop 
of l'.io7 will remain the same a< that 
of I'.iO'i. The hoard of control of 
each county will have charge of tidan- 
cing ilie crop of that countv. .Vs 
the lime of the year i« nearlv here 
when farmers will make coniraci* for 
for next year the ■)ii'‘siioii of what 
the society | rop.ises to do will pro. 
bably he Uiscii-scd. It is felt tliat 
it will hardly be possible to restrict 
the crop of I'.MK* and efforts will 
be directed to controlling’the sale of 
it. 

The fioard will be in session a day 
or two before finishing their work. 

.\( a night session a resolution 
was passed refusing to allow those 
who have laised a crop in I'.Mi- over 
the proU-sts of the K')uity people to 
pool thos.o crops. The attitude of 
the Burley .Society to the crop of 
I'.MIl* was discussed at lengtli, but 
definite action on the matter was 
postponed until after the election of 
offioora in October.
